small proportian to the cost of production, 
Ifthe Conference was prepered to amend its 
agreements and regulations on these lines, 
the Government felt that it would attain the 
object It set out to accomplish, and the 
merchants of the:Colony would pave a free 
hand to ship their .produce by Conference 
steamers, at aoy others.

to the espionage trial at Leipzig of two Bri-+ 
tish officers, Captain Trench and Lieutenant 
Brandon, ‘chargéd with taking sketches of 
the fortifications at Borkum. As it happen: 
ed, the German Fress, a3 a whole, went wild 
ovet the affair and clamoured for the im- 
position of sentences which would have done 
no discredit to the régime of the Inquisition, 
Ong-journal—a reputable newspaper pub: 
lished in Berlin—suggésted ,a punishment 
.at the limd we characterised as brutal ; and. 
tbe: Mescription -still applies, - The advice 
then‘tendered to the authorities by the Ber- 
lin newspaper was that the English officers, 
who were then held {a prison, untried, 
should Ge submitted to “ meatal treatment uy 
of a sufficiently adequate, extent as 
to make them incapable of loosing their 
tongues ag to what they saw and what they 
heard during their sojourn in the neighbour- 
hood of the German fortifications. No one, 
least af all a garrison man, can look calmly 
upon any allempt by an outsider to discover 
the secrets of lis schenie of defence. If an 
alien-elects ta go into a hostile nation and 
to take observations which may be useful to 
his own-country in time of war, then he is 
taking his life in his own hand and is liable 
to'e shot for his pains. But he takes that 
risk, In the’ case of Captain Trench and 
Lieutenant Brandon, however, there was 
none’ of the sordidness which may some: 
times apply to espionage, Both are English 
gentlemen, who from all accounts “were 
innocently employed. in taking - sketches 
‘in. Borkum when ‘they—‘were arrested 
as being emissaries of the War Office of 
England, That they were non-offensive is ob- 
viously proven by the telegraphic account of 
the trial which has come out to us. The 
-statepneut.of the two officers was to the effect 
that ‘Roy observations made by (hem wera 
madd in the sense that any man -carrying 2 
camera should take a pholograph of a scene. 
or of a group which happened. to strike his 
fancy, Their defence was that, none of the 
impressions gathered by ‘themselves was 
passed.on to a third party.” If the military 
Jaws were as rigidly applied in Hongkong as 
“they are apparently ia Germany, 00 passta-” 
ger off a foreign steamer would be
